The 
Applicant argues that Ritter does not teach or suggest cryptographically combining a first binary data sequence and the keystream and 
performing two sequential non-associative operations on the first binary data seqeunce and the keystream to provide a second binary 
data sequence. The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant. Ritter discloses ciphering system that includes enciphering and 
deciphering(see col. 5, lines 50-54). The combiner of Ritter discloses a substitution combiner and inverse of substituion(see col. 6, lines 
8-25). Ritter discloses that exchanges two substituion elements; these elements are selected by the plaintext value and the pseudo- 
random value. The plaintext input is enciphered and then deciphered as the extractor output(see col. 7, lines 29-55). The Applicant 
states that Ritter teaches away from exclusive or system. The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant. Ritter teaches an improvement 
upon exclusive or(see col. 3, lines 23-62).
